The Culture of Cotton on the Prairie. 


Cuamraren, Nov. 15, 1661. 
In the early stages of ite growth, cotton is 
an exceedingly delicate piant, and will not bear 
to be crowded by weeds, choked with unpul- 
verized lunips of soil, or soaked with stand. 
ing water. We need not be told that, with 
such habits of the plant, the soil must 
first be made friabic; that ifthe land is cloddy, 
it must be reduced to fineness by thor. 
nor that the furrows 
| shall be deep, so as to absorb and drain off 
the falling rain. The farmer who attempts the 
culture of cotton near the northern limits of 
its growth, must be a thorough cultivator, for 
in the hands of a shiftiess farmer the crop will 
prove a complete failure. Corn may be neg- 
lected and yet yield, in proportion to the labor 
bestowed upon it, ten, twenty or fifty bushels ; 
but not so of cotton, the crop must be either 
a fair ome or « failure.

" You have doubtless received and noticed the 
article in the Louisville Journal on the Measage 
of the President. The views of the editor as 
to the intention of the President to ultimately 
favor what the Jowrnal calle “extreme meas- 
ures, are much at variance with the general 
opinion here, and the article in question has 
marc « profound sensation among both parties 
in this city. 

The Message did not astonish or amaze— it 
was read with no evidences of more than the 
usual gencral interest attending the Message 
of the Chief Magistrate. The Unionists were 
satisfied with it, and the secessionists disgust. 
ed that it presented no point which they could 
handle to advantage. The paragraph at once 
calling up and the contraband ques- 
tion In a word, had nothing apparently horri- 
fying to slaveholders or consoling to the reb- 
ele. But the Jowrnal—at present, in the 
absence of Mr. Prentice, controlled exclusively 
by the junior editor—appeared on Thursday 
with an article that astonished and alarmed the 
Unionists and gratified the rebels.
